[ HEREWITH tranſmit an account the receipts and expenditures of the United States 
n the year 1792, flated from the records of the Treaſury department, purſuant to the permanent 
der of the Houſe of Repreſentatives, of the zoth of December, 1791. It will be obſerved, that 
the latement of appropriations and expenditures now preſented, varies in the detail of the arrange- 
ment, from that which was exhibited to Congreſs, in February laſt ; all the entries in the public 
995 neceſſary to this arrangement, not having been 8 when that fatement was made. 


It will, however, be found, that the amounts of receipts and expenditures, and the 
balance in the Treaſury at the end of the year, correſpond exactly with the exhibits then made; except, 
that the ſum of four thouſand ſeven hundred ſeventy two dollars, five cents, is dedutled in the preſent 
atement, both from the aggregate of payments and receipts reported by the Treaſurer. The parti- 
cular ſums which compoſe this amount, are flated, and will be found to conſiſt of certain unexpended 
"alances of monies advanced to fundry perſons, which were repaid into the Treaſury during the year, 
nd which are to paſs to the credit of the funds from which the advances were made. Ibis arrange- 
ner? being a mere matter of form, has no effect upon the reſulting balance. In the general ſtatement

This conſtruction has been the more readily adopted, as, by this means, the ann 
ſtatements wwonld be preſerved free from thoſe errors, which muſt neceſſarily attend documents Srunde! 


on eflimates and render them a ſeries of compendious, and, as ts preſumed, ſatisfattory hiſtories of the 
tranſactions of the Treaſury, for thoſe periods to which they relate. 


The accounts, which reſpect the foreign debt, are now in a train of ſettlement ; they 
would have been completed before this time, had not the public buſineſs been unexpefedly interrupted 
the paſt ſeaſon ;—m caſe the ſettlements are ſpeedily conſummated, as it is expected, will be the caſe, 
the foreign accounts will Jum a proper Supplement to thoſe now exhibited. 


The Ale of the appropriations unſatisfied, at the end of 1792, with the addition 
before referred to, remain a charge againſt the domeſtic revenue, except the ſum fated as part of th: 
debt to France, and the debt due to certain foreign officers ; which ſums are payable out of the pro- 
ceeds of the foreign loams ;—and, except certain ſurpluſſes, which will remain, after ſatisfying the 


objects, for which the appropriations were made—theſe ſurpluſſes may be eſtimated, with tolerabl: 


preciſion, but it is neceſſary, that great care and accuracy ſhould be obſerved in cloſmg the accounts 
in the public books FT ſums are, * for the pręſent, ſtated ns to the acts of Congreſs. 


cannot forbear to FEY that it is a matter of importance, both in reſpec to the
